Defense Now on the Spot. 


The defense finds itself on 
something of a spot. From the 
start of this trial it had set its 
sights for a directed verdict of 
acquittal which would have threwn 
the case out of court before it 
ever reached the jury. 

When Judge Wescott overruled 


and ordered the trial to proceed, 
the defense had to reconsider i 
strategy and tactics. In fact, it 
had done so in advance and was 
ready. The main points of the 
defense can be listed now: 

1. The patient, Mrs. Borroto, 
died of natural causes and 
therefore could not have been 
murdered by air bubbles in- 
jected into her veins to cause 
an embolus (blood clot).

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Profits Out of Misery—and Lives 

Certainly, one of the shabbiest ways of mak- 
ing money is by hauling impoverished families 
from the slums of Puerto Rico to the slums of 
New York and back again. Attention is called 
to this once more by the Civil Aeronautics 
Board's finding that the C-46 which crashed off 
San Juan last June was grossly overloaded. 


Not only was this plane carrying 3709 pounds 


more than the prescribed limit, but 30 of the 
36 spark, plugs in its right engine were of a kind 
not. approved for use in the engine either by its 
manufacturer or by the manufacturer of the 
spark plugs. A minute after the take-off, the en- 
gine began to backfire. Then the plane plunged 
into the harbor, killing 53 persons. 

This plane had been approved for the flight 
by a mechanic employed by its owner, Strato- 
Freight, Inc. Impressive as this name may be, 
the firm owned only this one plane which it 
operated in unscheduled flights between San 
Juan and New York. There have begn, however, 
similar disasters. before this one. 

The victims were Puerto Ricans persuaded to

’ as the antithesis of all their native misery. Ac- 


tually, such passengers were dumped in Harlem 
where most of them found themselves, if any- 
thing, worse off than at home. After a few 
months of trying to make their way among 
strangers, many were ready to scrimp and scrape 
for passage back to their island. And the kind 
of passage they got, going and coming, was 
typified by the illfated C-46. *

The NLRB rey ‘Mr. Denham 


The National Labor Relations Board and its 
general counsel, Robert N. Denham, are involved 
in a jurisdictional dispute. It is just as absurd, 
and nearly as bitter, as some of the labor dis- 
putes which have come before the board. 

In. the latest incident, Denham says that he 
won't stand for NLRB efforts to usurp“ his 
authority. Recently the board rescinded powers 
which it delegated to Denham to hire chiefs of 
regional NLEB offices. The counsel insists that 
he will continue to appoint these men. 

Preceding this fracas was a dispute as to which 
side was biased and in what way, Denham told 
an employers’ meeting that the board was guilty 
of anti- management bias, The board itself said 
little about Denham’s charges. The AFL and 
CIO, however, accused Denham of anti-labor 
bias, and said he was unfit for his job.

WHILE COAL MINERS TODAY are far better off than they 
used to be, the old-timers among them have long memories. The 
rankling of these memories may help to explain why they go to 
such extremes to enforce their demands. In the old days, miners 
suffered poverty and, at times, bloodshed. ‘Their wages were cut 
pitilessly; they had to trade in company-owned stores; they were 
paid in scrip no good elsewhere; they worked long hours; their out- 
put was short-weighed; and abnormal deductions were taken from 
their wages for coal which contained dirt and other impurities. . 

This ancient history has no bearing on the current crisis, except 
as it influences the thinking of John L. Lewis and his lieutenants. 
But the surplus of coal over the country’s needs does have the most 
direct bearing. It is the central fact with which Congress should 
deal. Senators Morse, Lehman, Douglas and Humphrey are pro- 
posing to set up an 18-man commission to draft a long-term plan 
for labor peace in the coal industry. Perhaps such a commission 
can come up with an answer.
